If bidder’s check is dishonored, or 
bidder fails to timely make payment when 
due, in addition to the interest on the 
account, bidder shall be charged the maxi¬ 
mum statutory processing fees and late 
charges set by applicable state law. 

8. The courts of Dallas County, Texas, shall 
have exclusive jurisdiction and venue over 
any suit initiated by the Auctioneer to col¬ 
lect delinquent invoice(s) or any matter 
relating to the purchase, and all bidders con¬ 
sent to in personam jurisdiction of the State 
of Texas.

STATES. Baker-1, R.l. Struck circa 1820, this minimally worn sur¬ 
vivor displays chocolate-brown and tan surfaces. There are a few 
well scattered abrasions, but the most noticeable features on both 
sides are the roller marks (as produced) near the rims. Listed on page 
59 of the 2000 Guide Book 

7 1793 Washington Ship Halfpenny AU 55 PCGS. Lettered Edge. 
Baker-18, R.3. This is a remarkably problem-free example with 
smooth, chocolate-brown surfaces and bold overall definition. A 
minimally worn representative of this scarcer Washington issue. 
Listed on page 61 of the current Guide Book 


8 1783 Nova Constellatio Copper AU 55 PCGS. Pointed Rays, Small 

US. Breen-1107, Crosby-2b. Fairly pleasing and only slightly worn, 
but with some planchet roughness, as made, on each side, more so 
on the obverse. Olive-brown in color, and quite attractive as such. 
These are scarce any finer. Listed on page 34 of the 2000 Guide

Lightly overlaid in silver-gray shades, the sur¬ 
faces are pristine with the exception of a few wispy contact marks 
on the reverse. 

Sharply struck, the mirrored surfaces are sub¬ 
dued by gray-rose toning. The few tiny contact marks distract little 
from the overall appearance.

181 1930 MS 66 PCGS. Boldly defined with whispers of golden-tan iri¬ 
descence over otherwise silver-gray surfaces. Smooth and appeal¬ 
ing, this is a remarkably affordable coin despite the fact that NGC 
and PCGS combined have certified only six coins above the MS 66 
level. 

182 1930-S MS 65 PCGS. This is a rather well defined example for an 
S-mint issue. Both sides are satiny and smooth beneath delicate 
champagne iridescence. 
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1934- D MS 65 PCGS. Moderate golden-gray patina blankets the 
smooth, nicely defined features. The bright, satiny luster is more 
readily evident on the reverse. 

1935 MS 67 NGC. Striking ice-blue and golden iridescence is the 
first feature that greets the viewer whose eyes behold this radiant 
Superb Gem.

Pale 
silver-gray patina overlays both sides and deepens somewhat to 
golden hues about the denticles. The obverse displays the clash 
marks about the date as well as before Liberty’s face and throat that 
typify 90% of the extant examples of this delivery, but the surfaces 
are devoid of distracting post-production impairments.

229 1902-0 MS 64 NGC. Very sharply defined, especially for an O-mint 
Barber dime. Some milky patina is bordered with deeper shades of 
green and crimson. Choice quality throughout. 

230 1906 XF 45 ANACS, slate-gray and golden-tan toning; 1908-S XF 
40 ANACS, deep gray and lavender toning on the obverse with mot¬ 
tled golden-brown and gray colors on the reverse; and a 1909-S XF 
40 ANACS, light peripheral toning. (Total: 3 coins) 

231 1906-S MS 61 NGC. Although noticeably lackluster in appearance, 
the surfaces are remarkably abrasion-free for the grade. Deep olive- 
gray shades blanket both sides. 

232 1909 MS 64 NGC. Well struck, both obverse and reverse are origi¬ 
nally and attractively toned with many colors present, but golden 
and rose are the dominant hues.

289 1854 Arrows AU 55 NGC. A slightly worn example with attractive 
golden-brown toning at the peripheries and silver-gray in the cen¬ 
ters. Much luster remains, and this piece is sure to please a type col¬ 
lector or a Seated quarter specialist. 

290 1855 Arrows AU 53 NGC. A brilliant, untoned example with much 
luster remaining. Although this coin has most likely been dipped 
(not many coins that are nearly 150 years old could survive without 
being toned to some degree or another), it is still quite attractive and 
desirable as a type coin.

300 1909-S MS 64 NGC. Untoned on the reverse, the obverse is awash 
in rich cobalt-blue and champagne-orange shades. The few notice¬ 
able abrasions are concentrated in the upper obverse quadrant.

303 1896 PR 66 PCGS. The thin veil of smoky-lilac iridescence over the 
obverse deepens considerably on the reverse.

306 1917 Type One MS 63 ANACS. A lustrous specimen with attractive 
light gold toning and a soft strike. 

307 1917-D Type One MS 62 Full Head ANACS. Even golden-brown 
toning covers the surfaces of this lightly marked piece and slightly 
subdued luster accounts for the lower Mint State grade. 

308 1917 Type Two AU 55 PCGS. Very lightly wom with much luster 
remaining, and light gray toning throughout. 

Brilliant and lustrous with a decent, 
but not full strike.

Wonderfully lustrous, the satiny 
surfaces sparkle at all angles despite a thin veil of lilac-gray irides¬ 
cence. Both sides are typically abrasion-free for the grade and the 
devices are boldly defined save for trivial softness of detail over the 
denticles. An appealing near-Gem, this coin belongs in the finest col¬ 
lection. (See Color Photo) 

CERTIFIED REEDED EDGE HALF DOLLAR 

343 1837 MS 64 NGC. With no distracting abrasions and fulsome mint 
luster, the obverse has the look of an even higher grade. Although 
equally lustrous, the reverse possesses a few distractions that need to 
be addressed. First, there is a small, round indentation in the eagle’s 
shield between stripes 1 and 2. Second, the field on both sides of the 
eagle’s portrait displays pinscratches that run toward the rim. Final¬ 
ly, there are two small, round marks over the inside feathers of the 
eagle’s left (facing) wing.

Steel-gray and olive hues over¬ 
lay both sides of this minimally worn, original survivor. With hints 
of underlying luster in the more protected areas, this is a desirable 
coin for circulated type purposes. 

346 1860-0 AU 58 NGC. A slightly circulated example with even gray 
toning and moderate abrasions throughout. 

347 1861 XF 45 ANACS. A pleasing, moderately toned example with 
much remaining luster. The surfaces are even gray in color, and are 
moderately abraded. A nice coin for the grade. 

348 1891 MS 67 NGC. A mark-free specimen with a superior strike and 
deeply reflective fields. The toning is somewhat cloudy, but is an 
attractive mix of mottled pinkish-gray and light golden-brown. This 
is the only coin graded MS 67 by either major grading service, and 
none have graded higher. A perfect example for a type set of Superb 
Gems. 


349 1874 Arrows PR 64 PCGS. The lightly frosted design motifs and 
mirrored fields are overlaid in milky pearl-gray patina that gradual¬ 
ly takes on more colorful hues of burnt-gold and sea-green in the 
peripheral areas. One of 700 proofs of this date and, more impor¬ 
tantly, one of only 1,250 proofs for the two-year type. 

350 1878 PR 64 PCGS. The obverse displays a brilliant center within 
gorgeous olive and rainbow peripheral toning. The reverse, on the 
other hand, is deeply toned in charcoal-cobalt hues. A minimally 
marked, originally preserved example. 

351 1883 PR 66 PCGS. Superior quality throughout, the centers are 
almost brilliant with gradually deepening hues of pinkish-rose lead¬ 
ing up to the sea-green circle of color around the rims. Deeply 
reflective mirrors in the fields.

352 1892 AU 50 ANACS. Medium gray toning with light golden accents 
around the peripheral details. 

353 1898 MS 64 NGC. An undeniably original near-Gem, both sides are 
deeply toned in mottled russet, green-gold, and cobalt-blue shades. 
The luster is slightly muted over the reverse, but the surfaces are 
crisply detailed and nearly distraction-free. 

354 1909 MS 66 NGC. As an issue, there is nothing particularly inter¬ 
esting about the 1909 Barber half dollar. The original mintage of 2.3 
million pieces is comfortable for the series and the issue is general¬ 
ly obtainable in all grades up to and including the near-Gem level.

This is an originally preserved example whose surfaces dis¬ 
play even slate-gray patina. The devices are suitably defined, if 
somewhat softly impressed, and both sides are free of individually 
mentionable abrasions. There is, however, an area of charcoal col¬ 
oration around the right reverse rim. 

423 1870-CC XF 40 NGC. While this issue is the most common Seated 
dollar produced at the Carson City mint, any example is under con¬ 
stant supply pressure from specialists and type collectors.

The 1873 has the distinction of being the first of 
only five business strike Trade dollars from the Philadelphia Mint.

A won¬ 
derfully original near-Gem, both sides of this coin are blanketed in 
lavender-gray toning. The upper obverse rim exhibits a crescent of 
vibrant golden-blue iridescence and dappled crimson-orange shades 
are sprinkled haphazardly over the reverse.

An attractively toned example with wispy 
abrasions in the fields and original-appearing gray and golden- 
brown colors throughout.

454 1880-S MS 65 PCGS. Highly lustrous, as always, with a mild over¬ 
lay of color on the obverse. Close to MS 66 quality. 

455 1880-S MS 66 PCGS. Both sides display gleaming frosty luster 
that only enhances the already memorable eye appeal. 
The outward appearance of this Gem is one of brilliance 
despite a thin veil of silver-gray iridescence.

What sets this untoned survivor apart 
from many of its similarly dated brethren is the near absence of dis¬ 
tracting bagmarks. A coin for the collector who demands the utmost 
in technical quality. 

465 1881-0 MS 65 Prooflike ANACS. In addition to its scarcity as a 
Gem, the ‘81-0 is a difficult coin to locate with a prooflike finish. 
This is a boldly cameoed example with watery fields and sharp, 
frosty devices. Neither side reveals the barest trace of toning. 

466 1881-S MS 65 PCGS. As befits the grade, the brilliant, lustrous sur¬ 
faces are free of individually distracting bagmarks. 

467 1881-S MS 66 PCGS. The otherwise silver-gray toning scheme 
yields to a swath of golden-tan iridescence about the left obverse 
rim.

Sharply struck and biilliant with a modest 
prooflike finish on the obverse. 

489 1882-S MS 67 PCGS. With competing swirls of amber-gold, crim¬ 
son-orange, and electric-blue iridescence over the obverse, this love¬ 
ly coin probably toned after years of storage in an original Mint bag. 
The reverse is brilliant, but both sides are equally lustrous and abra¬ 
sion-free. 

490 1883 MS 66 PCGS. Smooth, lustrous, and sharp, the surfaces are 
indicative of the Gem grade.

Lustrous with a rich, frosty sheen, this is a min¬ 
imally abraded, lightly patinated survivor. 

539 1887-0 MS 61 Prooflike PCGS. Both sides are moderately cameoed 
with a somewhat baggy appearance. 

540 1888 MS 65 PCGS. This lot offers a nearly untoned, fully original 
representative of this common P-mint issue. Every feature is crisply 
defined and the frosty luster is unbroken. 

541 1888 MS 65 NGC. Untoned on the obverse, the reverse displays del¬ 
icate golden iridescence that deepens to a crescent of rich orange, 
lavender, and electric-blue shades around the left periphery. Mini¬ 
mally abraded, as befits the grade.

The snow-white surfaces radiate swirling 
cartwheel luster and crisp striking definition. There are a few wispy 
abrasions on the reverse, but the obverse is expertly preserved with 
a smooth cheek. Common in lower grades, this P-mint issue is a well 
known condition rarity at the Gem level. 

558 1891-CC MS 64 PCGS. The smooth, lustrous surfaces are tempt¬ 
ingly close to a full Gem grade. Both sides are brilliant with the typ¬ 
ically encountered, razor sharp strike of the Carson City Mint. 

559 1891-CC MS 64 PCGS. One or two wispy abrasions on the obverse 
keep this untoned example from a full Gem grade. This sharply 
struck Morgan should be of obvious importance to the collector who 
does not want to spend significantly more for a higher graded spec¬ 
imen. 

560 1891-S MS 64 ICG. Lightly abraded, yet lustrous, the surfaces are 
free of even the faintest toning. This is a sharply struck near-Gem. 

561 1892-0 MS 64 NGC. An undeniably original example, the obverse 
displays mottled blue and russet rim accents around the silver-white 
center. The reverse is more expansively toned in champagne-apricot 
and olive-gray hues. With nearly blemish-free surfaces, this nicely 
defined example represents a significant find for the Morgan spe¬ 
cialist who does not want to spend significantly more for an MS 65 
representative.

563 1893-0 AU 50 ANACS. Richly toned in lavender-gray patina, the 
surfaces are remarkably distraction-free for a silver dollar that saw 
ten points of wear. This is a nicely defined representative of this low 
mintage (300,000 pieces), conditionally elusive O-mint issue. 
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564 1896 MS 66 ICG. The untoned surfaces allow for full appreciation 
of the swirling cartwheel luster and pinpoint striking detail. The 
clean surfaces are indicative of the Gem grade. 

565 1897 MS 66 PCGS A conditionally scarce offering, the present lot 
highlights a sharply struck, fully frosted Gem. Although die reverse 
is essentially devoid of toning, the obverse is evenly patinated in 
scintillating golden shades. 

566 1897 MS 66 Prooflike PCGS. The clean, nearly untoned surfaces are 
unsurpassable in technical quality for a Prooflike 1897. There is no 
cameo contrast on either side, but the devices are expertly defined. 
Population: 4 in 66, 0 finer. 


567 1897-S MS 66 PCGS. Variegated lilac-gray, antique-copper, and 
orange patina blanket the surfaces with hints of electric-blue color in 
select peripheral areas. While this S-mint issue generally comes well 
struck, few survivors can match the nearly abrasion-free appearance 
of this beautifully toned Gem.

571 1898-0 MS 66 PCGS. This is a frosty, untoned Gem whose surfaces 
are free of even the most trivial distraction. Both sides are uncom¬ 
monly well defined for an O-mint issue. 

572 1898-0 MS 66 NGC. Lustrous and distraction-free, the untoned sur¬ 
faces are somewhat softly defined over Liberty’s ear. 

573 1898-0 MS 67 NGC. A satiny, abrasion-free, Superb Gem piece 
with only a few faint impairments, visible only with close scrutiny. 
The lustrous surfaces are enhanced by splashes of russet and elec¬ 
tric-blue toning at the borders. 

574 1899 MS 64 PCGS. Frosty in texture, the surfaces are expectantly 
abrasion-free for the near-Gem grade. Both sides are brilliant save 
for a blush of golden iridescence over the obverse. 

575 1899 MS 65 NGC. The thin veil of champagne-gold iridescence 
deepens toward the rims of this crisply defined, nearly abrasion-free 
Gem. 

576 1899-0 MS 65 PCGS. Splotchy antique-copper, charcoal, purple, 
and blue toning envelops the obverse of this original Gem. The 
reverse is brilliant, but both sides are equally well preserved. 

577 1899-0 MS 66 NGC. The silver-gray centers form a nice contrast to 
the mottled golden-olive peripheral iridescence. Uncommonly well 
defined for an O-mint issue from the 1890s, the surfaces are also lus¬ 
trous and undeniably pristine. 

578 1900 MS 65 NGC. A no-questions Gem, the untoned surfaces exhib¬ 
it bold striking definition and fulsome frosty luster. 

579 1900-0 MS 65 PCGS. As befits the grade, neither side of this frosty- 
white example displays any individually mentionable abrasions. 

580 1901 AU 58 NGC. This is a generally untoned example with a some¬ 
what subdued, slate-gray appearance. The scattered handling marks 
include a pair of sizeable abrasions on the eagle’s breast. 

581 1901-0 MS 65 PCGS. The obverse of this Gem displays mottled 
russet toning, while the reverse has a milky appearance over the cen¬ 
ter with deeper peripheral accents. The uncommonly bold striking 
detail and gently swirling luster are readily evident at all angles. 

582 1901-0 MS 66 PCGS. Arcs of olive-orange patina intrude upon the 
otherwise continuous lavender-gray toning scheme. There are no 
singularly mentionable abrasions on either side of this frosty Gem. 


583 1902 MS 65 PCGS. Unless one views this piece under a coin lamp 
it might be possible to overlook the strong presence of satiny luster 
that underlies the deep overlay of russet and rose toning covering 
each side (with cobalt-blue at the margins). 

584 1902-0 MS 65 PCGS. Satiny and smooth with just a hint of periph¬ 
eral color. 

585 1903 MS 66 PCGS. While smoky-gray patina blankets the obverse, 
the reverse displays streaky dirty-gray overtones. The swirling mint 
luster is still readily appreciable on both sides and the surface preser¬ 
vation is free of criticism. 

586 1904 MS 63 PCGS. The surfaces are lustrous beneath rich antique- 
copper toning and powder-blue rim accents. There are surprisingly 
few bagmarks for the grade. 

587 1921-D MS 63 Prooflike NGC. Noticeable bluntness of strike is 
located over the central obverse as well as the eagle’s portrait and the 
surrounding wreath. Untoned with a moderately reflective finish. 

588 1921-S MS 64 ANACS. Rich lavender-gray, cobalt-blue, and olive- 
orange patina blankets both sides of this nearly pristine survivor. The 
strike is well above average for the issue. 

589 1921-S MS 65 NGC. Rather well defined for this otherwise poorly 
produced issue, the surfaces are brilliant with the exception of freck¬ 
led milky haziness over the central obverse and a single toning spot 
along the upper obverse rim. There are relatively few abrasions on 
either side of this conditionally scarce example. 

CERTIFIED PROOF MORGAN DOLLAR 


590 1921 Zerbe PR 64 PCGS. According to the ubiquitous Walter 

Breen, the 1921 and 1921-S Zerbe proofs were made to appease Far- 
ran Zerbe when the Mint realized that it would take longer than 
expected to put the new Peace design into full scale production. 
While this story appears to be of dubious validity, there is tittle infor¬ 
mation of any kind surrounding the production of these enigmatic 
specimens. What we do know is that the typical Zerbe proof is a 
poorly produced coin that has probably suffered the ravages of 
cleaning at some point since it emerged from the coining press near¬ 
ly 80 years ago. While the present example displays some softness 
of strike over the lower wreath, the hair curls, breast feathers, and 
remaining wreath details are uncommonly well impressed for a 1921 
Morgan. Definitely original, the smooth, nearly Gem quality sur¬ 
faces are bathed in charcoal-lavender patina with brighter orange 
and golden-blue undertones. An important bidding opportunity for 
the advanced Morgan dollar specialist. 

CERTIFIED PEACE DOLLARS 


591 1921 MS 65 NGC. The ample Mint luster on this piece shows only 
the slightest accents of color at the margins on each side. A couple 
of small abrasions are located on the cheek of Liberty, but are not 
sufficiently important to keep the coin from a Gem grade. Well 
struck. 

592 1921 MS 65 NGC. Somewhat better defined than expected for the 
issue, the surfaces display a smooth, matte-tike texture beneath del¬ 
icate golden iridescence. There are a few scattered toning spots on 
the obverse. 

593 1922 MS 64 PCGS. Nicely impressed for the series with a touch of 
golden toning and a few tight bagmarks that are consistent with the 
grade. 

594 1922 MS 66 NGC. A strong candidate for inclusion in a high quali¬ 
ty type set, this sparkling example reveals swirling mint frost and 
delicate champagne-gold overtones. There is not a single abrasion 
that would call into question the Gem grade. 

595 1922-D MS 66 ICG. A conditionally scarce offering, the surfaces are 
satiny in texture with delicate golden-tan iridescence over the 
obverse. The strike is well above average for the series, the myriad 
die cracks on the obverse being further testament to the power with 
which the Denver Mint impressed this Gem. 

1922-S MS 64 PCGS. The lustrous, minimally toned surfaces are 
uncommonly well defined for an S-mint issue. 
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597 1923 MS 64 PCGS. A lustrous example with mottled golden-gray 
and russet toning on the obverse, and a brilliant reverse. 

598 1923 MS 66 PCGS. Delicate golden overtones are noted on the 
obverse of this otherwise frosty-white Gem. Sharply struck and near¬ 
ly abrasion-free, this is a lovely coin for the high quality collector. 

599 1923-D MS 65 PCGS. Rather well defined, the surfaces are frosty- 
white in appearance with no individually mentionable surface blem¬ 
ishes. 

600 1924-S MS 63 NGC. Although this coin displays above average 
striking detail for an S-mint issue, the surfaces are a bit too heavily 
abraded to warrant a near-Gem grade. Lightly patinated in dappled 
golden iridescence. 

601 1925 MS 66 PCGS. A lovely, original example, the surfaces display 
scintillating pastel iridescence that deepens toward the right obverse 
and left reverse rims. Neither the striking quality nor the surface 
preservation are worthy of even the most trivial criticism. 

602 1925 MS 66 PCGS. Dappled powder-gold iridescence dances across 
the smooth, satiny surfaces of this generic Gem Peace dollar. 

603 1925-S MS 63 PCGS. Brilliant with the appropriate abrasions for the 
grade and the usual soft strike. 

604 1926 MS 64 PCGS. This is an uncommonly attractive coin for the 
grade with nearly smooth, frosty surfaces and delicate golden-tan 
overtones. 

605 1926 MS 64 ANACS. The bright surfaces sparkle with frosty luster 
beneath original golden-tan iridescence. 

606 1926-S MS 65 PCGS. A lustrous, well struck Gem with brilliant sur¬ 
faces and a few scattered marks. There is one minor toning spot on 
the reverse near the top of the eagle’s wing, but this does not detract 
from the overall eye appeal of this piece. 

607 1926-S MS 65 PCGS. Lustrous and all but abrasion-free, the sur¬ 
faces are uncommonly well preserved for the issue. Unlike many 
other S-mint examples in this series, the devices are sharply struck 
with fully defined features. A premium quality coin for the choosy 
specialist. 

608 1927 MS 64 ANACS. A popular, low mintage (848,000 pieces) 
issue, this is a minimally toned, nearly pristine representative. The 
strike is generally free of criticism. 

609 1927-D MS 65 ANACS. A brilliant, frosty Gem with a few light 
abrasions that are consistent with the grade. The ‘27-D is scarce in 
Gem grade, and brings a price commensurate with its scarcity. 

610 1934 MS 65 PCGS. There is not a single bagmark of note on either 
side of this originally toned, smoky-gray example. The luster is read¬ 
ily evident at most angles, as well as the above average striking 
detail. 

611 1934 MS 65 PCGS. Islands of smoky-lilac and orange patina creep 
away from the rims on both sides of this otherwise golden colored 
example. The few scattered abrasions are largely concentrated in 
secondary areas. Scarcer than the earlier P-mint issues in this series, 
the 1934 is anything but common at the Gem level. 

612 1934-D MS 64 ICG. Suitably impressed with few noticeable abra¬ 
sions, the surfaces exhibit an original, satiny sheen. Minimally pati¬ 
nated with the exception of a toning spot on the reverse about the R 
in DOLLAR. 

613 1934-D MS 65 PCGS. Although often overshadowed by its S-mint 
counterpart, the ‘34-D is anything but common in the preferred lev¬ 
els of Mint State preservation. This lot offers an untoned example 
whose pristine surfaces are undeniably of Gem quality. Boldly 
defined. 


614 1934-S MS 65 PCGS. The undisputed king of the Peace dollar 
series, the ‘34-S is the most difficult issue to locate above the Mint 
State threshold. While the already limited number of Uncirculated 
survivors includes numerous baggy and/or subdued examples, we 
are proud to offer the present Gem for the consideration of the 
advanced specialist. Both sides display unimpaired luster quality 
that accents the smooth, satiny sheen. Although not complete, the 
strike is noteworthy for the issue with crisp overall definition. There 
are a few trivial abrasions on the reverse, none of which are incon¬ 
sistent with the MS 65 grade. 

615 1935 MS 64 PCGS. A pair of water stains, one on the obverse over 
Liberty’s neck and the other on the reverse about the R in 
PLUR1BUS, are the only distractions of note on both sides of this 
minimally abraded example. The lustrous surfaces radiate through 
the thin veil of golden iridescence. 

616 1935 MS 65 NGC. Original and attractive, the surfaces glisten with 
frosty luster beneath smoky golden-champagne patina. Nicely struck 
with few noticeable abrasions. 

617 1935 MS 65 ICG. Original lilac-gray iridescence blankets both sides 
of this frosty, distraction-free Gem. A single toning spot over the 
central reverse is noted for accuracy. 

618 1935-S MS 64 PCGS. A brilliant, near-Gem specimen with thick, 
frosty luster. There are a few light abrasions that are consistent with 
the grade, and the strike is average for the issue. 

619 1935-S MS 65 PCGS. A difficult issue to locate above the MS 64 
level, the present survivor is bright, untoned, and satiny. The strike 
is free of criticism and the surfaces are smooth with the exception of 
a few trivial luster grazes over the eagle’s shoulder.

620 1979-S Type One PR 69 Deep Cameo PCGS; 1980-S PR 69 Deep 
Cameo PCGS; and a 1981-S Type One PR 69 Deep Cameo PCGS. 
A splendid group of brilliant, sharply contrasted dollars. (Total: 3 
coins) 

CERTIFIED COMMEMORATIVE GOLD 

621 1903 Louisiana Purchase/Jefferson MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous and fully 
struck with a couple of luster grazes on the reverse that prevent a full 
Gem grade. 

622 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. Reddish-orange patina with a 
normal strike for the issue and fewer impairments-than one might 
expect of the grade. 

623 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. A flashy, beautiful example 
with reddish-orange toning and thick luster. There are a few light 
abrasions visible, as expected for the grade. Even from a distance of 
several feet, this coin stands out as a superior example for the grade. 

CERTIFIED GOLD DOLLARS 


624 1854 Type One MS 62 PCGS. Appearing finer than the stated grade, 
the orange-gold surfaces display a frosty, minimally abraded appear¬ 
ance. Powerfully impressed, this coin belongs in a Mint State type 
collection. 

625 1854 Type Two AU 58 PCGS. The richly colored, reddish-gold sur¬ 
faces are indicative of originality. There are no mentionable abra¬ 
sions and the often-seen clashmarks are relatively innocuous. 

626 1854 Type Two MS 62 PCGS. An important find for the Mint State 
type collector, this is a sharply struck, suitably lustrous representa¬ 
tive of the Type Two gold dollar. Scattered abrasions account for the 
grade, but we stress that rich reddish-gold patination dominates the 
outward appearance of both sides. Trends: $7,500 in 62. 

627 1854 Type Two MS 63 NGC. Unquestionably original, each side 
has a lovely satin-like texture and light lilac patina enhances the 
already considerable visual interest of this piece. Better struck than 
most Type Twos, only slight softness is seen on the central digits in 
the date. Heavily die clashed on the reverse, as usual. 
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628 1856 Slanted 5 AU 55 ANACS. A slightly circulated example with 
orange-gold, lustrous surfaces and moderate abrasions. 

629 1856 Slanted 5 MS 64 NGC. A sparkling near-Gem with rich luster, 
a sharp strike, and minimal abrasions. One mark on the cheek pre¬ 
vents a full Gem designation. 

630 1858 MS 63 NGC. This bright, golden-rose example is remarkably 
lustrous for the grade. The scattered abrasions are neither sizeable 
nor numerous. 

631 1870 MS 62 NGC. Relatively affordable for a low mintage (6,300 
business strikes) issue, the surfaces display no more than the expect¬ 
ed number of small abrasions for the grade. Both sides are bright and 
satiny with bold overall striking detail. 

632 1874 MS 62 PCGS. Minimally abraded for the grade, the surfaces 
display original, if somewhat subdued satin luster. The color is crim¬ 
son-gold in shade and the devices are boldly defined throughout. 

CERTIFIED PROOF GOLD DOLLAR 


633 1885 PR 66 PCGS. Proof 1885 gold dollars were struck from four 
different die combinations and quite a few pieces (relatively speak¬ 
ing) are extant today, with the most reasonable estimate of survivors 
being somewhere in the neighborhood of 125 pieces. Of course, 
Gems are always difficult, and of the remaining PR 66s it is difficult 
to imagine a more perfectly preserved and attractive example. The 
fields show unfathomable depth of mirrored reflectivity and the 
devices are heavily frosted, providing a pronounced cameo appear¬ 
ance on each side (although not labeled as such on the insert). Lint 
marks are common on this and other dates from the 1880s (and are 
present on this piece also). They were caused by wiping the dies with 
a cloth, stray pieces of lint would then fall onto the dies and be struck 
into the coin. Such lint marks could be used as pedigree identifiers 
on this coin if one were so inclined. Population: 21 in 66, 3 finer. 

CERTIFIED CLASSIC QUARTER EAGLE 

634 1836 Script 8 XF 40 NGC. Moderately abraded with light yellow- 
gold surfaces. There are a couple of obverse rim bumps, one at 3 
o’clock and another at 9 o’clock. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 


635 1847-0 AU 55 PCGS. Typically encountered in VF and XF grades, 
the 1847-0 is a low mintage (124,000 pieces), heavily circulated 
issue that becomes scarce to rare as one crosses the AU threshold. 
This is a problem-free coin for the grade whose surfaces are mini¬ 
mally abraded with honey-gold color. The devices are boldly defined 
with the exception of the eagle’s left (facing) leg feathers. (See Color 
Photo) 

636 1850-0 AU 50 NGC. A low mintage (84,000 pieces), underrated 
issue, the ‘50-0 becomes progressively more difficult to locate the 
higher one progresses up the grading scale. This is an orange-gold 
colored example with bright underlying surfaces and considerable 
remaining luster. The strike is typical of the New Orleans Mint, but 
the surfaces are uncommonly smooth for a circulated gold coin. 

637 1851 MS 64 NGC. Quarter eagles such as this one represent an 
excellent value for the type collector. Unlike its five and ten dollar 
counterparts, there is not a “No Motto” equivalent in the quarter 
eagle series. As a result, little premium is placed on high grade 
examples such as this from the early 1850s. The first thing one 
notices about this piece is its lovely, thick, satiny luster. It glows, 
unaffected by abrasions on either side, with a touch of light reddish 
patina. Sharply defined on the obverse, only on the reverse does one 
notice a bit of weakness, that being on the left (facing) leg of the 
eagle, as usually seen. Population: 11 in 64, 3 finer. 

638 1873 Closed 3 MS 63 PCGS. This is a difficult issue to locate at the 
present level. An original example, both sides display bright orange- 
gold coloration with whispers of powder-lilac iridescence over the 
central reverse. There are a minimum number of abrasions for the 
grade and the fulsome satin luster ripples gently across the surfaces. 


639 1873 Closed 3 MS 63 PCGS. A frosty example with terrific luster 
and eye appeal. There are fewer marks than usually seen at this grade 
level, and the coin has rich, full luster. The obverse strike is razor 
sharp, but the reverse is somewhat weak on the leg feathers. 

640 1875 AU 50 PCGS. One of the coveted rarities of the quarter eagle 
series, the 1875 issue was produced to the limited extent of 400 busi¬ 
ness strikes, the second lowest in the entire history of the denomina¬ 
tion. Very few of these have survived, and the number of pieces still 
extant, excluding proofs, probably numbers between 25 and 30 
pieces, certainly no more than three dozen. Not many can compare 
in quality to the present piece, as it displays much original luster 
beneath colorful orange-rose toning. There is slight friction on the 
highest points, and a few light, scattered marks are visible beneath 
magnification. This piece appears to be conservatively graded, and 
should bring intense interest from gold specialists and other inter¬ 
ested collectors. 

CERTIFIED PROOF LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

641 1904 PR 61 PCGS. A sharply struck example, from an original 
proof mintage of 170 pieces. The surfaces are bright yellow-gold, 
and display moderate hairlines throughout, no doubt from an old, 
light wiping. Still quite attractive for the grade, and although not 
necessarily of a high numerical grade, this is, nevertheless, a desir¬ 
able example. 

642 1905 PR 60 PCGS. From an original proof mintage of just 144 
pieces, this is a bright, yellow-gold example with small contact 
marks and light hairlines throughout. Although not a specimen for 
those buyers who desire an astronomical numerical grade on a plas¬ 
tic holder, this example represents tremendous value for the rarity of 
the piece, and has a nice appearance overall. An opportunity for a 
collector on a relatively modest budget to purchase a proof gold 
coin, an area of numismatics that is generally left to only the wealth¬ 
iest collectors. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

643 1908 MS 64 PCGS. Blushes of powder-blue iridescence intrude over 
the otherwise orange-gold surfaces. The Indian’s headdress is quite 
well defined and the few wispy abrasions are largely confined to the 
reverse field. 

644 1911-D MS 63 NGC. A sharply impressed example of the key to the 
series, from an original mintage of only 55,680 pieces. While this 
issue is often available (for a price) in AU or lower Mint State 
grades, in 63 this coin starts to become legitimately scarce. This 
example displays lustrous surfaces, light abrasions for the grade, and 
a bold mintmark. 

645 1913 MS 63 PCGS. A frosty example with areas of pronounced 
striking weakness, but with a pleasing, lightly abraded appearance. 

646 1914 MS 63 NGC. A select specimen of the second scarcest Indian 
quarter eagle, next to the 1911 -D in popularity and desirability. This 
example displays an average strike, with soft orange-gold luster that 
covers the lightly abraded surfaces. 

647 1914-D MS 62 PCGS. Although not as well known as its Philadel¬ 
phia mint cousin, this is a relatively scarce issue, third rarest in the 
series. This example displays bright yellow-gold luster and a decent 
strike. There is one abrasion on the headdress that prevents a higher 
grade. 

648 1914-D MS 64 PCGS. Richly colored in orange-gold hues, this is a 
frosty, nicely preserved example. Typically struck for the series. 

649 1914-D MS 64 NGC. A rich, lustrous honey-gold example with 
minimal abrasions and terrific luster. The strike is somewhat sharp, 
(certainly better than average), and the coin has great eye appeal. 
This issue is always in demand, and “really nice” ones are not easy 
to locate. 

1915 MS 64 PCGS. The orange-gold surfaces exhibit a pleasing, 
frosty texture and above average striking definition. 
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651 1915 MS 64 ICG. There are no individually mentionable abrasions 
on either side of this orange-gold example. Quite well produced for 
the series, the surfaces reveal crisp definition over the headdress and 
the eagle’s wing feathers. 

652 1925-D MS 64 PCGS. A well struck example of this last D-mint 
issue, with a few light abrasions and pinkish-gold luster. An attrac¬ 
tive coin for the grade. 

653 1925-D MS 64 PCGS. The golden-rose surfaces display a clean, 
frosty texture with pleasing striking definition for the series. 

654 1927 MS 64 PCGS. A sharply struck near-Gem with frosty luster 
and a few light, scattered abrasions. Attractive for the grade, and 
worthy of inclusion in a high grade type set. 

655 1929 MS 63 PCGS. There are remarkably few distractions on this 
lustrous, frosty example. With suitably defined features and original 
golden-rose coloration, this is a desirable representative of this final- 
year issue. 


668 1893 MS 62 NGC. Rich golden-rose coloration dances across both 
sides of this boldly defined, satiny example. Lightly abraded, as 
befits the grade. 

669 1894-S XF 45 NGC. The otherwise golden-rose patina deepens to 
copper accents around the peripheral devices. The wear is light and 
even and neither side is excessively abraded for the grade. 

670 1895 MS 64 NGC. This is a frosty near-Gem with rich golden-rose 
coloration and pinpoint striking definition. The well preserved sur¬ 
faces are uncommonly smooth for a gold coin of this size. Elusive 
any finer. 

671 1897 MS 63 NGC. Lustrous and somewhat reflective in areas, but 
with a few grade limiting abrasions in the left obverse field. 

672 1897 MS 65 NGC. A frosty Gem with minimal abrasions and nice 
eye appeal. There are a few light spots on the obverse rim, but these 
are not readily apparent and do not distract from the eye appeal of 
this coin. 


CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 


656 1849-D AU 53 ICG. Although not widely recognized as such, the 
1849-D is an impressive condition rarity that is typically encoun¬ 
tered in only VF and XF grades. It is similar in this regard to the 
1848-D. The bold overall definition is noteworthy for a product of 
the Dahlonega Mint. Both sides display rich orange-gold coloration 
with deeper green-gold hues. The wear is minimal and the surfaces 
are conspicuous by their lack of mentionable abrasions. One of a 
mere 39,036 pieces produced, most of which saw extensive and/or 
terminal circulation. 

657 1854-D AU 55 NGC. Although this is one of the more relatively 
available issues from the Dahlonega mint, any southern mint gold 
coin in Choice AU grade is a desirable coin. This specimen displays 
an unusually sharp strike at the borders, unlike most examples of this 
issue. The surfaces are free of any major impairments, and display 
only minor abrasions. Much original luster remains, and the piece 
displays a slight greenish-orange coloration. An attractive half eagle, 
certain to garner much attention. 

658 1861 AU 50 NGC. A slightly circulated example of this popular 
Civil War issue, with muted surfaces and moderate abrasions. 

659 1878 AU 58 NGC. This slightly reflective example just misses a full 
Mint State grade, and is quite attractive. Only a few light, scattered 
abrasions are noted. 


660 1878-S AU 53 NGC. Bright and satiny, the yellow-gold surfaces are 
boldly defined despite light wear across the highpoints. 

661 1881 MS 62 NGC. Fully lustrous, yet moderately abraded, the bright 
surfaces display original yellow-gold coloration. 

662 1881 MS 64 NGC. Smooth and nearly Gem in quality, the surfaces 
display effulgent orange-gold coloration. The swirling cartwheel 
effects accent the boldly impressed devices. In sum, this is a desir¬ 
able near-Gem that belongs in a high quality collection. 

663 1884 AU 55 NGC. While not rare, this issue is quite scarce in Mint 
State, and nice AU examples are not easy to locate. Slight wear is 
visible on the highpoints, and light abrasions are evident across the 
surfaces of this moderately lustrous piece. 

664 1885 MS 62 NGC. Golden-rose in color, both sides display an ori°- 
inal, satiny texture. Nicely defined, yet noticeably abraded. ° 

665 1887-S MS 63 NGC. Lustrous orange-gold with light, scattered 
abrasions. Sharply struck for the issue. 

666 1888-S AU 50 PCGS. The partially lustrous surfaces display a pleas¬ 
ing golden-rose appearance. There are relatively few abrasions for

667 1892-S AU 58 NGC. Frosty in texture, the originally preserved sur¬ 

faces are the lightest rub away from Mint State. There are no indi¬ 
vidually mentionable abrasions. 


673 1897-S AU 50 NGC. Minimally worn with ample remaining luster, 
this is an attractive coin for the grade. The abrasions are both well 
scattered and relatively small. 

674 1898 MS 61 NGC. Lightly abraded and somewhat lackluster, the 
sharply struck surfaces display deep green-gold color and brighter 
orange overtones. 

675 1899 MS 65 NGC. An important candidate for inclusion in a high 
quality type set, this is a gorgeous half eagle whose strongest suit is 
its pristine surfaces. Of course, the pinpoint striking definition and 
lustrous, champagne-gold appearance also serve to enhance the eye 
appeal. 

676 1899-S MS 62 PCGS. A pleasing coin for the grade that is well 
struck and nearly abrasion-free. 

677 1900-S MS 64 NGC. A lustrous, attractive specimen with sharply 
struck features and light abrasions. While some collectors want only 
pieces with high numerical grades on the encapsulated holders, it is 
the opinion of this cataloger that a premium quality example such as 
this coin is more desirable for the money, than a “just made it” MS 
65 example. 

678 1906 MS 63 NGC. The yellow-gold surfaces display a sharply 
struck, yet lightly abraded appearance. A lustrous, satiny, and origi¬ 
nal representative. 

679 1906-S MS 62 PCGS. A lustrous orange-gold specifhen with a bold 
strike, limited in grade by an abrasion on Liberty’s jaw. This issue is 
somewhat scarcer is better grades. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN HALF EAGLES 

680 1908-D MS 64 PCGS. A relatively available issue in lower grades, 
the 1908-D is scarce as a near-Gem and undeniably rare any finer 
This is a remarkably smooth coin for the series as well as the issue. 
The golden-rose color exudes originality and the surfaces have a 
satiny texture that causes the fields to glow at certain angles. Suit¬ 
ably struck and attractive, this lot represents a find for the Mint State 
Indian half eagle collector. (See Color Photo) 

681 1909-D MS 62 PCGS. Honey-gold in color, both sides are lightly 
abraded, yet free of individually mentionable abrasions. Sharply 
struck with full definition over every feature. 

682 1909-D MS 62 PCGS. Were it not for subdued luster quality, this 
minimally abraded example would probably warrant a higher grade 
With deep crimson-gold color, this is an attractive, yet relatively 
affordable Mint State survivor of this conditionally challenging 


683 1909-D MS 62 PCGS. The surfaces have a frosty, somewhat scuffy 

appearance. The devices are, however, uncommonly well defined for 
the series with crisp definition over both the headdress and the 
eagle’s wing. 
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684 1909-D MS 62 PCGS. Typically struck, yet originally colored, the 

honey-gold surfaces are typically abraded for both the grade and the 


685 1909-D MS 62 PCGS. As befits the series, the grade-limiting abra¬ 
sions are largely concentrated in the reverse field. The strike is above 
average and the color is golden-rose in hue. 

686 1910-D MS 63 PCGS. A pleasing. Select representative for the Mint 
State type collector, both sides are awash in original honey-gold 
patina. There are small abrasions sprinkled throughout, none of 
which are inconsistent with the grade. Nicely defined. 

687 1910-S MS 62 NGC. The 1910-S is one of the scarcer Indian half 
eagle deliveries. Seldom offered in any Mint State grade, this is an 
understandably important, if moderately abraded. Mint State repre¬ 
sentative. The striking detail is typically bold for the issue and both 
sides display an original, frosty texture. Golden-rose in color. 

688 1913 MS 62 PCGS. Lovely amber-gold coloration overlays the 
lightly abraded surfaces. Both sides are typically defined for the 
series with a pleasing, moderately frosty appearance. 

689 1913 MS 63 PCGS. A premium quality example for the grade, with 
light, scattered abrasions, a sharp strike, and satiny luster through¬ 
out. The surfaces are enhanced by an attractive pinkish-gold tint. 

690 1914 MS 64 NGC. While certainly no rarity, the 1914 is seldom 
located such a lofty condition. Sharply struck, the mint luster is bro¬ 
ken by numerous, tiny abrasions, none of which individually amount 
to anything but taken together prevent the coin from attaining a full 
Gem grade. 

CERTIFIED PROOF INDIAN HALF EAGLE 


691 1908 PR 67 NGC. The first year of the Indian half eagle series wit¬ 

nessed the production of 167 matte proof specimens at the Philadel¬ 
phia Mint. In his Encyclopedia, Breen asserts that fewer than 100 
proof sets were issued this year and, as such, the unsold half eagles 
were destroyed on January 2, 1909. Despite this and other forms of 
attrition, the 1908 is the most readily available matte proof Indian 
half eagle. Examples at or above the PR 65 level are, however, 
unquestionably rare when compared to the number of high quality 
type collectors and gold specialists in today’s hobby. An important 
Condition Census example, this coin displays the issue’s character¬ 
istically dark finish. Even under a loupe, the surfaces retain their 
mark-free appearance and we are unable to locate an abrasion for 
pedigree purposes. Simply stated, this is an impressive coin. NGC 
and PCGS combined report only 7 examples in PR 67 and none 
finer. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY EAGLES 


692 1849 AU 58 NGC. An attractive example that is just a touch of fric¬ 

tion away from a Mint State grade. The surfaces are lustrous and 
bright, yellow-gold in appearance, and display numerous light abra- 


693 1853 MS 62 NGC. This piece displays subdued luster and moderate 
abrasions for the grade. There are areas of striking weakness on each 
side. Eagles from this time period usually went directly into the 
channels of commerce, and Mint State examples are few and far 
between. Population: 1 in 62, only 2 finer (5/00). 

694 1853/2 AU 50 PCGS. This is a lightly worn, yet problem-free sur¬ 
vivor of this scarce overdate variety. The stars display noticeable 
bluntness of strike, but the central features are boldly defined for the 
grade. The rich color is orange-gold in shade and there are no indi¬ 
vidually mentionable abrasions. Remnants of the underdigit are evi¬ 
dent within the lower loop of the 3. 

695 1878 MS 61 NGC. Just a trifle softly impressed on the hair curls, the 
surfaces are abraded as one would expect for the grade, with rich 
reddish-golden color. Scarce. Population: 20 in 61, 18 finer. 


696 1878 MS 64 PCGS. Often erroneously perceived as a common date 
among most collectors, the 1878 ten is an elusive issue whose sur¬ 
vivors typically grade either VF or XF. Near-Gem representatives 
are as difficult to obtain as those of the lower mintage 1874. This is 
a scintillating example that displays rich mint frost and clean fea¬ 
tures. With a bold strike that is free of criticism, advanced gold col¬ 
lectors would be wise to pay close attention to this rare offering. 
Population: 1 in 64, 0 finer. 

697 1879 MS 63 PCGS. Although this coin gives the appearance of a 
slightly finer grade, there are a few hidden abrasions and somewhat 
muted luster that limit the grade. Sharply struck, with a pleasing 
appearance overall. Population: 8 in 63, only 4 finer (7/00). 

698 1879-S AU 58 NGC. Satiny and boldly defined, the surfaces retain 
ample mint luster that is most readily evident in the protected areas 
around the rims and the devices. Minimally abraded for a circulated 
gold coin of this size. 

699 1880 MS 60 NGC. While the surfaces are lustrous and sharply 
defined, there are too many abrasions to warrant a higher grade 

700 1881-S MS 60 NGC. The moderately prooflike surfaces glow at 
most angles despite the scuffy overall appearance. Fully defined and 
original. 

701 1881-S MS 62 PCGS. Fully lustrous with moderate abrasions 
throughout. 

702 1882 MS 63 NGC. Although moderately abraded, this is a pleasing 
coin for the grade with originally colored, golden-rose surfaces and 
pinpoint striking detail. 

703 1882 MS 63 NGC. A select example with a few light, scattered abra¬ 
sions and frosty luster. 

704 1885-S AU 55 NGC. Only slightly worn, with some rubbing on the 
highpoints and in the fields. Much luster remains, and the surfaces 
are not heavily abraded. 

705 1885-S MS 62 PCGS. Typically abraded for the grade, both sides are 
bright and satiny with modest cartwheel effects. This low mintage 
(228,000 pieces) S-mint issue is scarce in all Mint State grades and 
is seldom offered above the present level. 

706 1892 MS 65 NGC. This piece would be difficult to improve upon. 
The strike is razor sharp, the luster is unimpeded, the eye appeal is 
superb, and there are minimal marks for the grade. Though not a rare 
issue, very few remaining specimens bearing this date could com¬ 
pare in overall quality or beauty to the present coin-. A tremendous 
Gem example worthy of the finest collection of gold coins. Popula¬ 
tion: 3 in 65, only 1 finer (7/00). 

707 1893 MS 63 NGC. Lustrous and sharply struck, with a moderate 
number of abrasions for the grade. 

708 1893 MS 64 NGC. The fully lustrous, minimally abraded surfaces 
confirm this coin’s status as one of the finest certified 1893 eagles 
on today’s market. Every last feature is fully defined and the cart¬ 
wheel effect is appreciable at most angles. 

709 1893-S MS 62 PCGS. The lustrous surfaces exhibit relatively few 
sizeable distractions for the grade. A curiously affordable represen¬ 
tative of an issue that becomes scarce to rare above the BU level. 

710 1894 MS 63 ICG. The moderately abraded surfaces display scattered 
distractions over both sides. Reddish-gold in color with frosty fea¬ 
tures and typically bold striking detail. 

711 1895 MS 64 PCGS. With a respectable mintage of more than 
500,000 pieces, the 1895 is certainly not a rare issue from an 
absolute standpoint. This P-mint delivery does become elusive, 
however, in the preferred Mint State grades. With only a few, well 
scattered bagmarks, the surfaces more than uphold the near-Gem 
grade. Both sides display a rich, frosty sheen beneath warm orange- 
gold patination.

712 1896-S XF 40 NGC. Scintillating golden-rose and copper-gold 
shades intermingle over both sides of this evenly worn survivor. 
Typically abraded for the grade, yet generally problem-free. 
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713 1899—Tooled, Bent—ANACS. Unc. Details, Net XF 45. The bend 
bisects the coin along its horizontal plane. The devices are uncom¬ 
monly well defined and the color is a rich honey-gold shade. Mod¬ 
erately abraded. 

714 1900-S XF 45 NGC. Hints of original luster are still readily evident 
in the protected areas around the rims. The open fields are somewhat 
scuffy in appearance, but the wear is light and comfortably within 
the confines of the XF level. 

715 1901-S MS 65 PCGS. This is an incredibly colorful example whose 
surfaces are ablaze with golden-rose and crimson-gold patination. 
Impeccably struck and even more carefully preserved, the surfaces 
boast pinpoint definition and clean features. A smooth, satiny texture 
rounds out this coin’s captivating eye appeal. (See Color Photo) 

716 1902 MS 60 NGC. Moderately abraded, yet pleasingly lustrous, the 
surfaces display a rich, orange-gold appearance. 

717 1905-S MS 60 NGC. This is a bright, satiny coin with razor sharp 
striking detail and yellow-gold features. Both sides are, however, 
somewhat scuffy. 

718 1907-D MS 64 NGC. Lovely color, strong luster characteristics, and 
a good strike make this a premium type coin. 

719 1907-S AU 58 NGC. The crimson-gold surfaces are bright, satiny, 
and minimally rubbed over only the highest points. There are rela¬ 
tively few abrasions for a circulated eagle.

720 1907 No Motto MS 62 PCGS. A suitable candidate for inclusion in 
a first-year type set, this coin exhibits rich yellow-gold color and a 
limited number of bagmarks for the grade. Although somewhat soft 
over the central features, the strike is above average for the series. 

721 1909-S AU 58 NGC. Bright and satiny, the boldly defined surfaces 
display the expected number of small abrasions for a circulated 
eagle. Yellow-gold in color. 

722 1911-D AU 50 NGC. A satiny, lightly abraded example with slight 
wear across the highpoints. A scarce, low mintage issue with only 
51,000 pieces minted. 

723 1920-S MS 63 PCGS. The 1920-S is one of the premier rarities in 
the Indian eagle series from the standpoint of total number of pieces 
known. Most extant ‘20-S eagles are Mint State, but locating an 
example above the MS 62 level is a task that requires considerable 
patience. This is an uncommonly well preserved coin for the series 
whose surfaces display only a few, well scattered abrasions. The 
strike is typical of the issue with softness of detail over the date, the 
central obverse, and the eagle’s trailing leg feathers. Both sides are 
fully frosted with orange-gold coloration and a few whispers of 
powder-blue iridescence near the borders. A coin that would form 
the centerpiece of even the finest gold collection. (See Color Photo) 

724 1932 MS 64 PCGS. With a richly frosted texture and few bother¬ 
some abrasions, this coin possesses ample eye appeal for the near- 
Gem level. 

725 1932 MS 65 NGC. A beautiful Gem with thick, frosty luster and a 
solid strike. A few scattered marks are present, but none are out of 
context with the grade. Perfect for a high grade type set. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 

726 1852 XF 45 ANACS. The deep, rich olive-gold and orange col¬ 
oration is suggestive of originality. Although lightly abraded, the 
surfaces are problem-free for the Choice XF level. 

727 1858-S—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF 20. 
Although there is a moderate obverse scratch and the piece has been 
lightly cleaned, it doesn’t appear all that bad for the grade. If one 
wanted a circulated early double eagle for a modest premium over 
bullion, this would be the coin. 
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728 1859-S XF 40 ANACS. Lightly worn overall with a few noticeable 
milling marks over and before the obverse portrait. The deep, rich 
color is olive-gold in shade, but brighter copper highlights are noted 
in the more protected areas. 

729 1861 MS 61 PCGS. An acceptable Type One twenty for the grade, 
just not very flashy. 

730 1865-S XF 40 ANACS. Moderately circulated with a dirty-gold 
appearance. Double eagles are historically affordable, and in any 
grade are impressive to behold. 

731 1873 Open 3 XF 45 NGC. Tan-gold in color with a minimally worn, 
yet somewhat scuffy appearance. There are traces of original luster 
in the protected areas around the peripheral devices. 

732 1873-S Closed 3 XF 45 NGC. Despite scattered abrasions and 
cloudy overtones, the tan-gold surfaces reveal noticeable brightness 
at certain angles. 

733 1873-S Closed 3 AU 58 ANACS. With little wear and ample remain¬ 
ing luster, this would be an attractive coin were it not for the baggy 
overall appearance. 

734 1875-S AU 55 ANACS. A slightly worn example with much luster 
remaining. A few moderate abrasions are present. 

735 1876-CC AU 58 PCGS. A popular and scarce Carson City issue— 
the final of the Type Two design type—and seldom located in such 
superior condition. While not completely struck up, the surfaces are 
remarkably clean for the grade and show just a hint of friction, with 
a bright, semi-prooflike finish in the fields. Trends: $2,950. 

736 1878 MS 61 PCGS. The originally colored, golden-rose surfaces are 
suitably lustrous for the grade. There are no more than the expected 
number of abrasions on both sides of this BU example. 

737 1879-S AU 55 ANACS. This is a lightly abraded example whose 
surfaces are awash in original honey-gold and green-gold hues. The 
definition is bold despite trivial rub across the highpoints. 

738 1882-S MS 60 NGC. This lustrous, orange-gold example displays a 
few too many bagmarks to warrant a higher grade. 

739 1882-S MS 61 PCGS. The boldly impressed features are awash in 
rich reddish-gold patina. Moderately abraded, as befits the grade. 

740 1882-S MS 61 NGC Although nicely defined with ample mint lus¬ 
ter, the surfaces reveal a plethora of small abrasions that confirm the 
MS 61 grade. 

741 1888-S MS 63 ICG. The rich crimson-gold coloration and relatively 
smooth surfaces give this coin substantial eye appeal for the Select 
level. Sharply struck, as always, with swirling cartwheel luster. 

742 1891-S MS 62 PCGS. Well struck and fewer abrasions than one 
might expect for the grade, but perhaps a bit lackluster. 

743 1892-S MS 63 PCGS. Fully struck with flashy, semi-prooflike 
fields. 

744 1893 MS 63 PCGS. Frosty and minimally abraded, the golden-rose 
surfaces have some claim to a near-Gem grade. Sharply struck, as 
always.

746 1895-S MS 63 PCGS. There are no individually mentionable abra¬ 
sions on either side of this lustrous, orange-gold example. This S- 
mint issue is relative scarce at the present level and seldom offered 
any finer. 

747 1896-S MS 62 NGC. A moderately abraded, orange-gold specimen 
with a flashy look, very attractive for the grade. 

748 1896-S MS 63 PCGS. Rather smooth for the grade, the orange-gold 
surfaces display swirling cartwheel effects and pinpoint striking def¬ 
inition. 

749 1898—Struck Through—MS 60 ANACS. The moderately abraded 
surfaces display a lustrous, orange-gold appearance. The central 
reverse is noticeably devoid of definition after having been struck 
through a rectangular shaped object.

few light, scattered bagmarks. Perfect for a high grade type set, as 
this is an example of the ephemeral No Motto type. 


762 1908-D Motto MS 64 NGC. There are a few wispy abrasions on the 
obverse of this golden-orange example, but we stress that none of 
these features are inconsistent with the near-Gem grade. The ‘08-D 
Motto is a conditionally challenging issue that becomes especially 
elusive above the Select level. 

763 1909/8 AU 55 NGC. A slightly worn example of this popular over¬ 
date issue, with nice luster and moderate abrasions.

An abrasion-free Gem with mottled 
gray and golden-brown toning that blankets both sides. There is 
some striking weakness in the center of the reverse, and the surfaces 
are matte-like in appearance. 

787 1938-D Arkansas MS 66 PCGS. Original pearl-gray surfaces with a 
faint ring of golden and russet color just over the rims on each side. 

788 1939-D Arkansas MS 64 PCGS. Light gray patina covers the lightly 
marked surfaces. Some darker toning has gathered at the rims. 

789 1936-S Bay Bridge MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous and lightly marked, with 
just a hint of golden patina. 

790 1936-S Bay Bridge MS 66 PCGS. Mottled russet rim accents break 
the continuity of the otherwise silver-gray toning scheme. The luster 
is undiminished in intensity and the surfaces are undeniably Gem in 
quality. 

791 1935 Boone MS 67 PCGS. Crescents of crimson-orange toning 
overlay the left peripheries on both sides of this otherwise silver- 
gray example. Smooth and lustrous with nary a distraction to report. 

792 1935/34 Boone MS 67 NGC. The exceptionally clean surfaces are 
bathed in mottled gold and russet toning. A conditionally scarce 
offering, only one piece has been certified finer by both NGC and 
PCGS. 

793 1936 Boone MS 64 PCGS. A lightly toned, near-Gem example with 
slight golden toning on each side. 

794 1936-S Boone MS 67 NGC. A mark-free specimen with superior 
surfaces and luster, and attractive crimson-gold and russet toning 
throughout. A Superb Gem of unquestionable originality. 

795 1937 Boone MS 65 PCGS. Lustrous and flashy, the surfaces glow 
beneath delicate pastel overtones. 

796 1936 Bridgeport MS 64 PCGS. Lightly abraded, brilliant surfaces. 

797 1925-S California MS 63 NGC. Mostly brilliant with just a bit of 
scattered color on each side. 


798 1925-S California MS 65 NGC. Well defined with slightly cloudy 
surfaces and a hint of golden toning. 

799 1936-D Cincinnati MS 65 PCGS. A thin veil of lilac iridescence 
overlays the smooth surfaces of this richly frosted commem. 

800 1936-D Cincinnati MS 65 NGC. Lustrous and abrasion-free, with 
light champagne patina on each side. 

801 1936 Cleveland MS 66 NGC. Lilac-gray and orange-russet shades 
compete for dominance on both sides of this originally patinated 
example. Typically smooth for the grade, the surfaces boast unbro¬ 
ken Mint luster. 


802 1936 Cleveland MS 66 PCGS. The otherwise smoky-lavender ton¬ 

ing scheme yields to mottled russet accents in select peripheral 
areas. Neither the luster quality nor the surface preservation are wor¬ 
thy of even the most trivial criticism. 


803 1936 Columbia MS 66 PCGS. There are a few mottled orange-gold 
rim accents on the obverse of this otherwise slate-gray example. A 
nearly abrasion-free example. 

804 1936-D Columbia MS 67 NGC. A splendid example with terrific 
luster for the issue and light peripheral toning on each side. 

805 1892 Columbian MS 64 NGC. Subdued luster beneath a golden-gray 
cast. 

806 1892 Columbian MS 65 NGC. The rich antique-copper toning and 
electric-blue rim accents yield to near-brilliance over the centers. 
This is a smooth, exceptionally attractive example of this popular 
first-year commem. 

807 1892 Columbian MS 65 Prooflike NGC. A reflective Gem example 
with attractive grayish-brown toning highlighted by iridescent 
shades of blue and gold. An eye-catching Columbian half that will 
be appreciated by fans of original toning. 

808 1892 Columbian MS 67 NGC. The rich electric-blue peripheral iri¬ 
descence yields to lighter lavender and golden-gray patina in the 
centers. The underlying luster is undiminished in intensity and the 
surfaces are free of even the most trivial abrasion. Although com¬ 
mon in lower grades, this first-year commem is infrequently offered 
at the Superb Gem level. Population: 13 in 67, only 1 finer. (See 
Color Photo) 

809 1893 Columbian MS 63 PCGS. A flashy, lustrous, and brilliant 
example with a few too many abrasions to warrant a higher grade. 
Nevertheless, Columbian halves are not often seen with this much 
flash. 

810 1893 Columbian MS 64 NGC. A lightly toned, near-Gem specimen 
with lustrous surfaces and nice eye appeal. The obverse displays an 
original light gold color, while the reverse shows pinkish-gray col¬ 
oration highlighted by gold in areas. 

811 1935 Connecticut MS 66 PCGS. The golden-gray surfaces reveal a 
swath of brighter apricot iridescence over the upper obverse. The 
swirling mint luster is readily evident at all angles and there are no 
mentionable distractions. 

812 1936 Delaware MS 63 PCGS. The surfaces are somewhat subdued 
beneath mottled hazy-gold iridescence. 

813 1936 Delaware MS 66 PCGS. This is a fully lustrous, satiny Gem 
with an overlay of golden toning that deepens markedly toward the 
reverse rim. 

814 1922 Grant MS 65 PCGS. Original and lustrous, the minimally 
toned surfaces display a boldly defined, expertly preserved appear¬ 
ance. The striations in the obverse field are not excessive for the 
issue. 

815 1928 Hawaiian MS 65 PCGS. One of the keys to the commemora¬ 
tive set, this is a coin whose toning scheme evokes visions of origi¬ 
nality. Neatly delineated quadrants of lavender and lemon-yellow 
toning are noticed on both sides, but the abrasion-free appearance 
continues unabated from the devices into the fields. With modest, 
yet appreciable cartwheel effects, this is a gorgeous survivor from an 
original mintage of a mere 9,958 pieces. 

816 1924 Huguenot MS 63 PCGS. With the exception of a splash of rus¬ 
set patina over the right reverse, the surfaces are untoned in appear¬ 
ance. A lightly abraded, yet somewhat lackluster example. 

817 1918 Lincoln MS 64 PCGS. With fulsome mint luster and a relative 
lack of abrasions, this untoned example has the look of a Gem. 

818 1918 Lincoln MS 65 NGC. Satiny luster with russet toning and bold 
definition. 

819 1936 Long Island MS 66 NGC. The obverse of this abrasion-free 
example displays moderate, somewhat streaky russet, gray, and blue 
toning, while the reverse shows perfectly original tab toning from an 
original holder of issue. An original Gem that should inspire spirit¬ 
ed bidding.

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820 1936 Lynchburg MS 64 PCGS. A hint of toning is beginning to form 
on this mostly brilliant, lightly abraded piece. 

821 1920 Maine MS 64 NGC. Light gray toning, with somewhat sub¬ 
dued luster. Clean surfaces, but a few wispy abrasions limit the 
grade. 

822 1920 Maine MS 65 PCGS. Lustrous and nearly brilliant, except for 
a hint of peripheral toning on each side. 

823 1920 Maine MS 66 NGC. Bright, flashy Mint luster characterizes 
this piece with just a hint of peripheral color. 

824 1934 Maryland MS 65 NGC. A brilliant example with nice luster for 
the issue. 

825 1921 Missouri MS 64 PCGS. The rich antique-copper patina light¬ 
ens to green-gray shades over the obverse of this originally toned 
example. The strike is relatively sharp and the surfaces are nearly 
pristine. 

826 1926 Oregon MS 65 PCGS. An abrasion-free Gem with somewhat 
subdued luster beneath original champagne and pinkish-gray toning. 

827 1938-S Oregon MS 64 NGC. Lustrous and brilliant, with fewer 
marks than expected for the grade. 

828 1939-D Oregon MS 67 NGC. A lustrous, Superb Gem example of 
this popular issue, with golden-gray, golden-brown, and violet ton¬ 
ing, deeper at the peripheries. An original example with nice eye 
appeal and a sharp strike. From an original mintage of just 3,004 
pieces. 

829 1920 Pilgrim MS 64 PCGS. A highly lustrous example with a few 
light marks and light golden toning at the peripheries. 

830 1920 Pilgrim MS 65 PCGS. A lightly toned Gem with nice luster for 
the issue. The coin is well struck, and displays no disfiguring marks. 

831 1921 Pilgrim MS 65 PCGS. A lovely, original Gem, the surfaces are 
awash in rich antique-copper patina. 

832 1936-D Rhode Island MS 66 PCGS. Brilliant with glowing, cart¬ 
wheel surfaces. A sharp looking piece. 

833 1937 Roanoke MS 63 PCGS. Sharply struck with even golden ton¬ 
ing and a few wispy abrasions. 

834 1937 Roanoke MS 64 NGC. Mostly brilliant and highly lustrous, 
with a couple of tiny marks perhaps limiting the grade. 

835 1935-S San Diego MS 65 PCGS. Fully lustrous with a blazing-white 
obverse and light peripheral toning on the reverse. 

836 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 63 PCGS. Deeply toned in shades of 
medium gray, with somewhat subdued luster. 

837 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. The lustrous, minimally 
abraded surfaces are knocking on the door of a full Gem grade. 
Boldly struck with hints of golden-tan iridescence on both sides. 

838 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 65 PCGS. With remarkably few abra¬ 
sions for the issue, the surfaces display original silver-gray irides¬ 
cence with dappled golden-orange overtones. The underlying luster 
is undiminished in intensity and the strike is free of criticism. 

839 1936-S Texas MS 65 PCGS. Fully lustrous and nearly brilliant, with 
just a trace of light golden toning. 

840 1938-S Texas MS 66 PCGS. Delicate golden-gray iridescence is 
noted on both sides of this lustrous, pristine comment. 


841 1925 Vancouver MS 65 PCGS. A beautiful, colorful Gem, the 
reverse is bathed in swirling antique-copper patina with suggestions 
of electric-blue and gold shades intermingled throughout. Similar 
colors are seen on the obverse, but only near the border. Satiny and 
distraction-free, the surfaces have the look of an even higher grade. 

842 1946-D Booker T. Washington MS 65 PCGS. Attractive dark gold¬ 
en-brown toning over lustrous surfaces. 

843 1951-S Booker T. Washington MS 66 PCGS. The predominantly 
snow-white surfaces display flickers of rich crimson-gold rim toning 
on the obverse. There are remarkably few abrasions for the issue. 

844 1936 York MS 64 PCGS. The bright, satiny surfaces are a few wispy 
abrasions away from an even higher grade. 

845 1936 York MS 67 NGC. Impeccably produced and even more care¬ 
fully preserved, the otherwise silver-gray surfaces yield to mottled 
orange-russet rim accents that are considerably bolder on the

846 1869 Standard Silver Quarter Dollar, Judd-733, Pollock-814, 
R.5-6, PR 63 PCGS. Standard Silver design with the bust of Liber¬ 
ty facing right, wearing a headband with LIBERTY inscribed upon 
it. UNITED STATES OF AMERICA surrounds most of the obverse 
margin with the motto set on a scroll below the bust of Liberty. On 
the reverse, 25 CENTS is surrounded by a wreath of oak and laurel 
leaves, and around the periphery is STANDARD SILVER 1869. 
Struck in silver with a reeded edge. This is a deeply reflective exam¬ 
ple with a bright overall appearance despite mottled, milky-gold 
overtones. A few wispy hairlines account for the grade. (See Color 
Photo) 

847 1869 Standard Silver Half Dollar, Judd-742, Pollock-823, R.5-6, 
PR 64 PCGS. A bust of Liberty wearing a cap ornamented with two 
stars faces right, the legend UNITED STATES OF AMERICA sur¬ 
rounds the figure, and a scroll with IN GOD WE TRUST is below. 
The reverse has 50 CENTS centered within a wreath of oak and lau¬ 
rel leaves with STANDARD SILVER above and the date 1869 
below. Struck in silver with a reeded edge. An originally toned sur¬ 
vivor, the surfaces display mottled lavender-gray and cobalt-blue 
toning. The reflective qualities, as well as brighter apricot and elec¬ 
tric-blue iridescence, are only visible at certain angles. (See Color

849 1949 Dollar MS 66 PCGS. The untoned, uniformly reflective sur¬ 
faces are free of mentionable abrasions. 

850 1949 Dollar MS 67 PCGS. Brilliant and pristine, the flashy surfaces 
display a deeply prooflike finish. 

CERTIFIED ERROR 

851 1999 Cent—Double Denomination on a Struck Dime—MS 65 
PCGS. After having been struck once, the dime was fed into a cent 
press upside down. The cent impression is generally complete, but 
ample evidence of the undertype can be seen on both sides. The 
dime’s date and mintmark are still visible at the upper reverse. Both 
sides are bright and lustrous with a few wispy abrasions.
